Between  the  hour*  of  9 and  9l5  o*clock  the  ni^t  of  l£  JT^y  195^t  I 
sifted  this  object  vdilch  I took  at  first  glance  to  be  a star.  *I  kept  lookiz^ 
for  approziiiately  a second  before  I realised  this  object  moved.  It  apfeared  to 
be  at  an  extreme  altitude  and  had  the  brilliance  of  an  ordiiiazy  st^ir.  It  had 
the  same  cfaaiBCtertstics.  such  as  bluish-white  in  color;  and  also  seemed  to 
gUmcer  ouch  in  the  manner  of  a star. 

. The  noTement  became  very  noticeable  toward  the  Southeast.  1 had  an  ex* 
cellent  reference  point,  since  the  eave  of  the  roof  formed  a line  directly 
South  to  Borth  in  ny  line  of  vision. 

I called  this  object  to  the  attention  of  wife,  who  was  sitting  uearly» 
and  I asked  her  to  corroborate  the  movements  as  I described  them  to  her.  Mrs. 

agreed  in  evezy  instance,  and  to  her  it  appeared  the  object  moved  at 
speed.  From  a relative  standpoint  the  object  moved  perh^^s  two  inches 
in  oy  line  of  vision,  and  then  hovered  in  the  nanner  of  a helicopter.  It  agU.n 
moved  in  a side  to  side  manner,  such  as  a free  bal(oon  would,  for  a coneidezable 
distance,  then  hovered  once  more.  It  continued  on  its  Sout^asterly  course,  and 
becama  diimer  as  it  entered  a sort  of  haze  at  that  time  around  the  moon  >diich 
was  approximately  at  2 o'clock  to  oy  position.  I asked  Mrs.  4MB  to  keep 
watching  it  while  I 'phoned  Colonel  Taylor,  and  \diile  doing  so  it  passed  from  her 
view.  The  time  elaps^  was  approximately  five  minutes  as  described  above.  From 
oy  position  it  came  from  4 o'clock  and  progressed  to  ii  o'clock  relative  to  the 
moon. 

fty  reaction  was  that  this  object  was  at  a vezy  higo  aiulbuuc;,  ana  at 
its  hei^t  sBist  have  moved  great  speed.  I was  conscious  constantly  of  previous 
descriptions  and  ^diile  I tried  with  difficulty  to  ZE>t  be  influenced  b7  these 
descriptions,  I will  say  the  movements  checked.  At  the  time  there  were  no  sounds 
either  from  traffic  or  from  air  traffic,  which  is  characteristic  of  this  location, 
hence  there  was  no  sound.  There  was  a star  in  the  Eastern  horizon,  na™  unkiown 
to  me,  which  I also  used  as  a reference  while  vatching  this  object.  The  move- 
ments vers  unorthodox  of  any  airplane , since  the  "fll^t"  direction  was  not 
ol\«ays  constant,  but  in  general  the  object  moved  in  a Southeast  direction. 
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
